fures of the States; made the French able to take 
xtent of Land, and {everal Towns, which fome 
Id have added tothe Barrier, But it is as true, 
tthe Dutch have a Barrier given them row, 
ter, and ftronger’ than ever they fo much as de- 
ded in former times; and that be“des what they 
€ in Pofeftion,.the French are now to furrender 
hen fome of the ftrongeft Places in Europe, fuch as 
port, Ypres, Charleroy, Namur and Luxemburgh. 
But thc which [I mention thefe things for now, is 
, That after all that Britain and Holland has dove 
the Eimperour, the only Party in Europe who 
rutches the States General their Barrier, and op- 
3 their Polteflion of the Military Government in 
Towns they are to enjoy, and that refufes to 
ply with the Allowance granted to fubfift their 
ps in Garrifon there. . Is this moderate, grate- 
ng call’d an Emperor ? 55 


Nothing is plainer, than that the Blood and Trea- 
fure of Britain and Holland has been the Purchafe of 
thefe Towns: Nothing is plainer, than that the de- 
fign of Conquering them was, that the Emperour 
fhould enjoy them; that is, That he fhould be the 
Sovereign, enjoy the Revenue of the Countries, the 
Civil Government, and the Title of their Lord and 
Prince: But that under him, the ftrong Cities and 
Towns thould be Garrifon’d, and kept by the Dutch 
asa Barrier againft France, to defend both Pritam 
and Holland; for their Barrier is our Barrier too, 
and was always efteem'd fo. Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that the Power and Intereft of Britain and 
Holland {et this Prince upon the Imperial Throne 3 
and that without their Concurrence he had never 
been Eleéed. By this Peace, bad as you call it, and 
bad as he counts it, he, the Emperour, has gain’d more 
than all the other Powers concern’d in it, King Pbi- 
lip excepted ; the Emperor has gain’d the Dutchy of 
Milan, the Kingdom of Naples, and the Dutchy of 
Mantua, with all the Spanifh Towns on the Coalt of 
Tufcany 3 and he has gain'd the-entire Provinces of. 
Flanders, Brabant , Haynault, Namur, Luxemburgb, 
Limburgh, and part of Guelderland. 

Allthis is the Purchafe of the Exglifh and Datch 
for him 3 all the Affiftance he has given in the Con. 
queft of them has been but little, compar’d to what 
they have done; and yet this is the Man, this the 
Court who difputes with the Dutch the Poffeffion of 
their Barrier, and fupports at this time the Council 
of State of Brabant.in oppoling of Her Majefty and the 
States General,in the ad minitttation of the Civil Go- 
vernment of that Province, which it was agreed they 
fhould exercife till the Peace 5 and how the Englifh 
and Dutch Commifiioners have been infulted in that 
Affair, I need not relate. 

Is this then the Power to whom you would have 
annex’d the Spanifh Monarchy ? Is this the Perfon to 
whom you would have committed the exorbitant 
Power you have been pulling down in France ? If he

Jultice to thofe that get for it.
